Book says Bormann was Soviet agent 


NEW YORK (UPI). Martin 
‘Bormann, Hitler's number two man, 
was a Soviet agent during World 
‘War UT and died three years ago in 
‘Russia, according to a forthcoming 
book, described as the memoirs of 
General Reinhardt Gehlen. 

Gehlen retired in 1968 as head 
of West Germany's intelligence and 
counter-esplonage agency. 

According to a story published in 
yesterday's “New York ‘Times,” 
Bormann crossed the Russian lines 

_ a8 Soviet troops closed in on Ber- 
lin, and gained sanctuary in the 
Soviet Unigg. He also became ad- 
viser on German policy there after 
the war, the’ account says. 

Although Bormann was believed 
to have had ties to Die Rote Ka- 
pelle, a Soviet espionage network 
in Nazi Germany, the account said, 
Bormann’ was never placed under 
survetliance for fear that he would 
use his infiuence with Hitler to 
destroy the intelligence service. 

The manuscript was first offered 
for sale by Volker Hansen, director 
of Haas and Kohler, a 182-year- 
old publishing’ house in Mainz, West 
Germany, the ‘Times’ said, quot- 
ing publishing sources in the U.S. 
Already, the “Times” said, the book 
is reported to be commanding of- 
fers approaching $1m. for world 
publication rights, following at least 
six months of secret negotiations. 
A formal announcement was ex- 
pected from the publishing house 
today. ᾿

U.S. Secretary of State William 
Rogers voiced “great optimism" 
about the prospects of extending 
the Middle East cease-fire and 
achleving an Interim arrangement 
for the Suez Canal, when he met 
Israel's Minister of Communications 
Shimon Peres at a luncheon in 
Houston, Texas, last Thursday. 
They were both guests of the Amer- 
ican Legion at its annual conference 
there last week. 

Mr, Feres (who returned on Sa- 
turday night) briefed the Cabinet 
yesterday on his conversation with 
Mr. Rogers, and jater went on Is- 
rael Radio to render an account te 
the public. 

He said the Secretary of State 
sounded very hopeful about the 
“world picture” in general, and in- 
sistent that a Suez agreement. 
coupled with the continuation of the 
cease-fire, merited the investment 
of considerable diplomatic efforts. 

Asked by an interviewer whether 
Mr. Rogers had complained to him 
—as he had a day later at a press 
conference — that Israel's terms 
for an agreement were “not viable.” 
Mr. Peres replied, “No. I wouldn't 
say he did™ - 

Mr. had also showed in- 
terest in the situation prevailing in 
the administered territories Mr. 
Peres sad, but had not brought up 
Defence Minister Moshe Dayan’s. 
recent plea that Israel should con-_ 
sider itself the “permanent govern- 
ment” in those areas, On the ques- 
tion of the sale of Phantom air- 
craft by the U.S, Mr. Peres said 
Israel still needed to press its case, 
although public opinion was by 
and large favourahle to Israel on 
this issue. 

Mr. Peres was‘ the only official 
foreign guest to speak at the 
American Legion conference. The 
conference later -went on record as 
favouring the supply by the U.S. 
of “sufficient arms and other war 
materiel of the most advanced type 
to Israel to ensure that she can 
maintain a balance οἵ military 
power in the Middle East, pending 
any definitive political settlement 
between the combatants." The reso- 
lution, proposed by the Legion's

Europe’s oldest 
settlement 
found in France 


COURTHEZON, France (UPI). — 
Archaeologists yesterday announced 
that the Neolithic settlement recen- 
tly unearthed near here was the 
oldest one found in Europe to date, 
and was inhabited more than 6,600 
years ago. 

The team, headed by Jean Cour- 
tin, head of the National Scteatific 
Research Centre in nearby Mar- 
seilies, dated thelr finds by the car- 
hon-14 method which traces the 
amount of residual carbon in unear- 
thed objects. ἢ 

The Courthezon site consisted of 
a number of spacious huts whose 
floors were covered by large round 
flat pebbles which eame from the 
bed of the Rhone River in the 
Quartenary Epoch. Many: of the 
pebbles were found to have burst, 
a sign that the inhabitants had 
cooked over them, scientists said. 

Scattered throughout the settle- 
ment, archeologists unearthed = re- 
mains of many domestic animals, 
including. cows, sheep, goats and 
Pigs, as well az various pottery ob- 
jects. °

Three months ago a post office 
was get up here, handled by one 
very old but efficient clerk. The 
premises of this so-called pust office 
are in a wooden hut, bui all postal 
services are available. Unfortun- 
ately, the office opens from 2.00 to 
6.00 p.m. every day except Tues- 
day when it is open from 9 a.m. to 
1.00 p.m. Only this post office has 
the right to sell telephone 
all other shops are forbidden to do 
50. 


In all Ramot Yam, whose pooula- 
tion exceeds 35,000 persons, only 
one ‘telephone box is available. 
You can therefore imagine the in- 
terminable queues. Yesterday, I had 
to call a doctor urgently, the so- 
called post office was closed (no 
tokens, therefore), and I had to go 
all the way to Bat Yam to make 
the call. . 

Ag far as mail is concerned, it 
is delivered once or at most twice 
8. week. I really see no reason why

Wt the death of Rabbi Yitzhak 
Meir Levin — his shloshim \s 
marked today — the Aguda Move- 
ment has lost its foremost leader, 
the last .of the group of men who 
founded the movement 60 years a0, 
,most of whom perished in World 

War IL But Rabbi Levin's death 
is also a loss to the entire Jewish 
pubHe, in Israel and abroad. 

There have been few Jewish po- 
Ultieal figures in this last genera- 
tion whose lives so completely 
characterized the age. Rabbi 
Levin's career began with his lead- 
| erahip of the uncompromising fight 
against secular Zionism in Poland, 
and ended with his fight for the 
character of the State of Israel, 
waged from the parliamentary rost- 
rum of the State. 

He was 17 years old when his 
father-in-law, the Rabbi of Gur. 
Avraham Mordechal Alter, invested 
him with the political leadership of 
the Aguda Movement which he had 
created. Rabbi Levin's first task 
was to present his father-in-law's 
views to the many rabbis and 
hassidic leaders who were by no 
means all convinced of the need 
for an organization of religious 
Jews; the very concept of organi- 
zation was aliei to many of the 
leaders of European 


Fear of outside influences were 
uppermost in the minds of many 
rabbis. It was no easy task to per- 
suade the leaders of Hungarian, 
Czechoslovakian and Rumanian Or- 
thodoxy to participate in one unified 
organization with rabbis from West- 
ern Burope, where even Orthodox 
Jews were strongly influenced by the 
spirit of the Haskala and the free 
universities. 


Political wisdom — 
‘Yt was no easy task, but Rabbi 


Levin performed it. The saintly 
Hafetz Haim of Radin, in Lithuania, 


fullest trust and support in his 

litical leadership of Orthodox Jewry, 
and the vast majority of the great 
rabbis of the age followed his lead. 
For Rabbi Levin was endowed with 
Δ personal magic: a combination 
of political wisdom, solid judge- 
ment, and hagsidic fervour and en- 
thusiasm. Nor did the latter quality 
impinge on or contradict the other 
two in the slightest.

Arab teachers in Negev say 
promises were not kept

15 teachers who graduated this 
year from the Arab Teachers’ Train-~ 
ing College in Haifa and who should 
have started teaching in Negev Be- 
duin schools on September 1. 

The teachers, all men, are com~

istry have been carried out, and

make it impossible for them to teach 
there. They have accordingly gone 
on strike. : 

According to 8 delegation of 
teachers who visited The Jerusalem 
Post. yesterday, 28 teachers were ori~ 
ginally appointed “without. their con- 
sent and on 8ὴ entirely arbitrary 
basis,” to teach in Negev Beduin 
schools for two years. They were 
promised, they said, subsidized hous~ 
ing, travel expenses and income tax 
concessions. They were also promis- 
ed, they said, fhat they would all 
be allowed to return to their own 


‘villages after two years. The Arab 


Department of the Ministry of Edu- 
cation promised them these condl- 
tions, they gaid, “but refused to put 
them in writing.” 
WITHOUT TRANSPORT 

. Fifteen men teachers eventually 
arrived in Beersheba on September 
and had to find the schools, all in 
outlying encampments, without any 
transport at ell. They eventually ar- 
rived at the schools and found 
“huts without doors or windows, 
and in some schools, not even any 
blackboards.” ᾿ 

As to accommodation, they were 
Placed three to ἃ one-room flat for 
which they were each deing asked 


to pay IL40 a month, instead of 
what they claim was an earlier un- 
.dertaking of TU15 a month. 

- «They also -say that the Ministry 
of Education told them on Septem- 
ber 1 that they would not be eli- 
gible for any income tax concession, 
nor would they be allowed to teach 
in their own villages in two years 
time, The delegation, which includ- 
ed three young men who all want 
to go on to further university studies, 
also complained that they would 
have to teach in schools where the 
headmasters “are only high school 
graduates.”

The price of taxi and railway fares, fights on Arkia, and charges 
for road haulage will all rise in the near future. Arkia fares will 
reportedly go up by 22 per cent, trucking charges by around 20 per 
cent, and taxi fares probably by a somewhat larger proportion, 


Negotiations on these increases 
will open formally today following 
the Ministerial Economic Commit- 
tee's decision to empower the Min- 
ister of Transport, in consultation 
with the Minister of Finance, to de- 
cide on the increases himself with- 
out needing to refer back to the 
Committee. 

The Committee yesterday unaui- 
mously approved the prior agree- 
ment of the Ministers of Finance 
and rt to raise bus fares 
by around 20 per cent from October 
15. The exact increase in fares is 
189 per cent for Egged and 22.2 
per cent for Dan. 

The cooperatives will also receive 
a one time grant to cover increased 
costs — Eigged will get ILi126m. 
and Dan IL2.85m. A further sum 
of IL9.4m. will be paid to the two 
companies as com for not 
raising their fares on September 1. 
On top of this, the Government 
will continue to pay the companies 
the IL2m. monthly subsidy which 
they have been receiving since 1967. 
The Dan cooperative will also have 
a IL1.8m. Government lodn given in 
1966 converted into a grant 

These sums do not provide any 
compensation for the increased cost 
as @ result of the devaluation. The 
cooperatives have been asked to 
absorb these increases, but the 
spokesmen of both companies said 
that they cannot poss‘bly do 80. 
This, of course, leaves the door: 
open for new demands in the com- 
ing year, According to yester- 
day’s decision the fares and subsidy 
structure will be re-examined in 
October, 1918. 

‘The small regional bus companies 
will also be permitted to raise their 
fares by 8 proportional percentage 
and they too will receive Govern- 
ment compensation for keeping their 
prices down till the middle of Oc- 
tober. Fares on the Carmelit in 
Haifa are to rise from 25 agora to 
30. 


Falafel costs

Army replies to court-martial criticism 
Customs strike at bridges 
was ‘breach of security’

TEL AVIV. — The army's right to 
jurisdiction over civilian government 
employees in the administered areas 
was vigorously debately yesterday by 
both sides in press conferences and 
public statements. 

The issue erupted on Friday, fol- 
lowing the court martialling of 26 
customs officials at the Jordan River 
bridges for joining in a sympathy 
strike with their colleagues in other 
parts of the country, The 26 men 
received suspended sentences of 14 
to 21 dayz. 

Yesterday, the 26 officials reported 
to work as usual The chairman of 
the customs workers national com- 
mittee, Mr. Yitzhak Mann, sald they 
did so “in the Interests of national

However, in an emergency meeting 
held yesterday, representatives of 
government workers in Judea and 
Samaria expressed their “shock” at 
the courts martial, which they term-~- 
ed a “dangerous precedent.” They 
said they would convene a general 
meeting of all civiJan employees in 
the administered areas to demand 
a repeal of that section of the 
Military Jurisdiction Law applying 
to civilian workers in the territories 
and call for an “immediate redefini- 
tion” of their status. They sald they 
would also demand that. the sen- 
tences passed against their 26 col- 
leagues on Friday be rescinded. 

A, less militant position was taken 
yesterday by Mr. Yitzhak Ben-Aha- 
ron, Secretary-General of the His- 
tadrut. First of all, he said, the 
customs workers strike was “illegal” 
since it was not sanctioned by the 
Histadrut. Therefore, the action of 
the Jordan River workers was ir- 
responsible, he said. 

On the other hand, Mr. Ben- 
Aharon added, he found it “astonish- 
ing” that civilian had 
been tried before 2 military tribu- 
nal without the Military Govern- 
ment con the Histadrut 
beforehand, The Histadrut’s legal 
department has been asked to look 
into the issue, Mr. Ben-Aharon 
announced,

Rogosin dispute 
still stalemated

ASHDOD. — The stalemated dis- 
pute between the Rogosin plant ma- 
magement end the workers’ shop 
committee seemed further than ever 
from settlement yesterday when 
workers’ representatives fatled to 
appear at an arbitration meeting 
called by the Histadrut Trade Union 
Department. 

The plant has been shut down 
since August 25 when the manage- 
ment cut off the electricity in the 
production halls following two weeks 
of disturbances over the dismissal 
of 45 workers in the nylon fibres 
department, A settlement seemed 
to have been reached on August 
31, when Labour Minister Yosef 
Almogi visited the town and per- 
sSuaded the management to end its 
lockout, pending arbitration of the 
dispute by the Histadrut. 

This agreement, however, broke 
down after the shop committee la- 
sisted, es a prior condition, that all 
45 workers be reinstated immedia- 
tely. The management had laid off 
the workers when the department 
wasrciosed down Zor lack of orders 
and after they refused to be trezas- 
ferred to enother branch, 


told @ press conference here yester- 
day that the decision to try the 26 
employees was teken after con- 
sultations on the highest level at 
the Finance Ministry and the Civil 


government regulations, 
they pointed out, civilian personnel 
in the territories are considered 
staff officers, subject to military 
regulations.

Fifth to 
eighth grades will study at the Cre- 
mieux School near Mahane Yehuda. 

However, a member of the parents 
committee said the agreement was 
conditional on Mayor Kollek’s per- 
sonally visiting the Cremieus: School 
today and guaranteeing that the 
sanitary facilities will be repaired 
by tomorrow. : 

The settlement of the dispute came 
at 8:80 p.m. last night after some 
7S parents demonstrated outside the 
Town Hall. 

‘The parents had rejected the 
Manicipality's offer to distribute 
the children between Belt Hanoar 
Haivri (¥.M/E.A.) in Katamon and 
the Cremieux School. The former 
building, they said, did not have 
eight suitable classrooms as the 
Municipality claimed, but only four. 
As to the Cremieux school, they 
said, its clogged sanitary facilities 
made the ‘building unfit for use. 

The parents committee, which 
met with Mayor Teddy Kollek in 
his office, suggested two alterna- 
tive buildings —- Belt Hapakid and 
the Mitchel School near Gan Ha- 
nassi in Talbieh, Both buildings 
are owned by the Bistadrut. 

Mr. Kollek said he would order 
the ¢ facilities at the Cremieux 
Schdol to be repaired today. He 
drove with the its’ committee 
to the Y.MLH.A. to investigate their 
contention that there was insuffi- 
clent classroom space.
